W. H. Gould’s ranch, a mile from town, is a very desirable one. Eight 
or ten years ago he bought it, as many others bought their ranches, in rocks 
and sagebrush.

Mr. Ross has produced on the home 
ranch as high as eleven tons of potatoes to the acre, worth, at a cent a pound 
two hundred and twenty dollars. 

Mr, Frost is said to be the father of irrigation in Truckee Meadows, hav- 
ing constructed, and turned the waters from the river into, the first ditch. 

Mr. Steele states that such are the winters in his locality of the Mead- 
ows, he does not have to feed his stock during that season. 

Mr. Calligan adds sixty or seventy calves to his stock cattle each year. 
He has a stock range at Pyramid Lake, and has on it several hundred cattle, 
and seventy-five head of horses. In addition to farming, he is engaged in 
buying and selling stock, and in butchering. - 

Mrs. Norcross has ascertained that blue-grass, which thrives in Washoe 
soil, will, when firmly rooted, kill out the troublesome foxtail. This is worth 
knowing, especially, since. blue-grass is so good a crop as to yield, under 
favorable circumstances, as much as two tons to the acre, though it requires 
much more water than alfalfa.

. Gen. Irish is a. for the statement that two great interests 
of Nevada, viz.: the stock interest and the agricultural, have,’in the past, 
been greatly neglected. He says that, in many parts of the State, adjacent 
to the finest agricultural lands, there are indications-of various streams hav- 
ing channeled the earth in the winter season. Says that there are excellent 
facilities for reservoiring this excess of water among the hills. That the 
clouds must be utilized. That artesian water must be procured. The moun- 
tain lakes must be tapped, etc. On all these points, Gen. Irish is sound, for 
his suggestions are all practical. He further states that, around the foothills 
adjacent to vaJuable forming lands in certain portions of the State, various 
springs are found, whieh are always indications of artesian water. That, in 
fact, a spring is itself a sort of artesian well. That being the case, it is only 
necessary to perforate the stratum that confines the reservoir of the spring, 
to obtain subterranean water. “These interests,” says the Surveyor General, 
“have been utterly neglected.” “Scarcely anything has been done to de- 
velop the agricultural resources of the State.” “Nothing has been done to 
determine whether the rainfall, in any given portion of the State, is sufficient 
or insufficient for agricultural purposes, provided the water were utilized. 
And in order to success, a perfect know! of these things is necessary.’ 

If these wise suggestions are heeded, the Gazerrsz believes that the stigma of 
“sagebrush and coyotes,” will speedily be removed.

STEAMBOAT SPRINGS 


Surpass anything of a like nature to be found among the Sierra Moun- 
tains. There are thought,to be more salts in solution, and a greater variety 
of mineral and medicinal, properties in the waters of the many springs ag- 
gregated here, than can elsewhere be found in any region. Sulphur, soda, 
magnesia, iron, ime, alum, borax, and common salt, are easily detected in 
these avaters ; and, doubtless, a number of other salts will be found by anal- 

is. This series of springs perforates a range of low hills for a mile and a 
half. and for long distances, the earth is cleft longitudinally with the range 
of hills, uniting many of the springs in a vast boiling fissure, the fretting and 
seething and rumbling of which tell of the awful agitation in the hidden, 
fiery chambers beneath, There are several of these fissures running parallel 
along the range, together with many isolated springs, from all of which, the 
jets and lines and walls of steam, viewed in the evening or morning twilight, 

resent a scene of peculiar novelty and interest. There are cold springs and 
boiling hot springs, side by side, and only a few inches apart. There is one 
pair of this sort, where the hot water of one occasionally splashes over, in 
ebullition, into the cold water spring. There is another pair of boiling caul- 
drons, about six feet deep, and two and a half feet across the mouths, with 
well-defined perpendicular rock walls, one of which is made the scalding tub 
of the entire community ; for, bere, the hog-raisers of this locality bring 
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their slanghtered porkers and immerse them in nature’s pot to remove the 
hair. Of the truth of this statement, the visitor is convinced by report of the | 
guide, and by the large gery of hog hair around the spring. There is| 
another spring, with water as hot as one can comfortably drink it, known as| 
Chicken Soup Spring—eo called, because the water, when salted and pep- 
pered simply, has a striking flavor of ‘chicken soup. The water is really pal- 
ateable, when so treated, and very healthy. But the principal hot spring is 
the one under the bath-house, known and distinguished as Steamboat Spring. 
This spring is twenty feet deep and seven feet square at the top. It has the 
following history. viz. : After its discovery, many years ago, by now unknown 
parties, it fell into oblivion until the time of the opening up of the Comstock, 
about which time the springs were located. Some twenty years ago, one Mr. 
Cullen and partner were prospecting to ascertain the depth of this cauldron, 
when accidentally Mr. Cullen fell into the seething pool, and was literally 
cooked in it, the flesh dropping from his bones when he was taken out. 
From that time, it had a checkered and precarious history, all the investers 
in the property failing to make it remunerative, and eaeh, in turn, relin- 
guished it to a successor, till at last, about four years ago, the spring became 
extinct, and so remained, until the present firm broke its cemented covering 
by exploding under it a dynamite cartridge, After the awful rush, to a great
